Comment: 


Statutory provisions may suffer some distortion to accommodate opera- 
tional needs of the departments and their personnel. The review is limited 
to statutory provisions. A more accurate description of what functions are 
being performed instead of or in addition to statutory provisions may be 
available by requesting agencies to comment on the analyses provided in this 
review. 


Similarly, no attempt was made to determine informal requirements of 
the Minister. Because of time constraints, Regulations were not analyzed. 
The Regulations may impose requirements beyond those listed by statute.
